Operating Revenue for 
Street Railway System 
Last Month Was Almost 
$450,000. 


Simultaneously with Mayor Sims 
answer to the five items of relief 
asked by Preston 8. Arkwright, ‘presi- 
dent of the Georgia Railway ,and 
Power company, figures were given 
out Wednesday ‘afternoon from the 
offices of the Georgia public service 
commission showing net earnings of 
the Atlanta street railway system for 
October, 1925, to be $12,235.94 in. ex- 
cess of earnings of October, 1924.” 

These figures, which were separate 
from subsidiary branches of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company, 
showed operating revenue for the 
street railway system during October 
to have been $448,206.42, with ex- 
penses listed at $326,486.08. Reve- 
nue in October, 1924, was recorded as 
$423,804.68, with expenses, $314,- 
320.28. 

Net earnings of the power com- 
pany as a whole during October, 
1925, were shown to Rave decredsed 
$10,687.94 as compared to October, 
1924, but« losses resulting

scale and maintain service.” 

No comment was forthcoming Wed- 
nesday night on the matter by power 
company officials. :

The second case was that of the 
Farmers and Merchant banks of Mon- 
roe, N.. C., et ab, vs. Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Richmond, in which a 
North Carolina state law was at- 
tacked by the reserve bank, u law 
seeking to protect North Carolina 
banks in the matter which the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank, of Richmond 
sought fo evade. The state law was 
upheld and judgment ordered for the 
North Carolina bankers by the su- 
preme court. 

The other two ca were those of 
the Brookings State bank, of Oregon, 
filed_against .the Federal Reserve 
Bank of San Francisco, in which the 
state bank won a notable decision from 
the district court: and the Farmers 
and Merchants Bank, of Catletts- 
burg, Ky.,. against the Federal Reserve 
bank of Cleveland. The Catlettsburg 
bank secured a decision ‘in its fayor 
for a temporary injunction. The suit 
has never been tried on the question 
of a permanent injunction and may 
not ever be in view of the decisions 
of the supreme court.

000 in bonds for a new school build- 
ing. 

In both of these counties, as in 
Whitfield, Muscogee, 
Richmond, Macon and other coun- 
ties that have recently voted bonds, 
the funds are to be applied to the 
construction of permanent hard sur- 
faced trunk-line highways in the 
state system, and are to be matched 
with the regulatory allocations from 
state and federal funds. 

The tide is running strong to its 
flood. The people of Georgia are 
aroused. They have paid mud taxes, 
and seen other sister states move 
forward in the procession of prog- 
ress, leaving Georgia in the trail, 
until they are tired of it. They are 
determined to take the bit in their 
own mouths, and register. a popular 
protest at legislative inaction. 

Again the problem of :building-in 
the weak links, thereby making the 
road dollar do its full service, is up- 
permost. It must be met. A 
through-state highway can not serve 
to the’ economic welfare of the state 
and people to its full measure so 
long as a stretch of even perfect 
pavement is discounted by an alter- 
nating stretch of impassable mud. 

In the meantime the tendency is 
unmistakable, and at this Thanks- 
giving season it stands out as a sit- 
uation for which the whole people 
should be profoundly grateful.

I note with much pleasure your company 
is giving special attention to the matter of 
transporting the public and improving the 
service of the street railway system. This 
is indeed gratifying, and I sincerely trust 
that the crowded condition of cars will be 
relieved as early as possible. 

You recall when the ordinance removing 
the jitneys from the streets of Atlanta.was 
pending: the question was asked your com- 
pany if it was in position to handle the 
public, to which it replied that in 90 days’ 
time it would be in position to furnish ade- 
quate transportation, and relying on this 
statement, the anti-jitney ordinance was 
adopted to take effect 90 days hence. 

The jitneys were removed because it was 
agreed that they were unfair competitors, 
and the city government wanted to be fair 
to your company. 

During the past few months I have had 
numerous complaints about the service of 
your company in.transporting the publie and 
in not furnishing sufficient cars or busses. 
There was some excuse for not doing this 
during the shortage of power caused by the 
extreme drouth through the spring and sum- 
mer. However, this condition has been 
relieved by the recent rains. It seems, how- 
ever, that you are not going to put on any 
further service without the city granting 
to your company a number of concessions, 
which I desire to deal with at this time. 


Favors Fewer Stops, 


- The first concession which your company 
asks is to eliminate unnecessary stops. I 
am thoroughly in accord with this request, 
but this is a matter which the public serv- 
ice commission will have to pass upon. 

The second request is to discontinue at 
least one of the unnecessary closely par- 
alleling duplicate street railway lines. 
am not sufficiently informed as. to which 
line you refer. I will state, however, that 
the city government has permitted your 
company to remove unnecessary and dupli- 
cate paralleling lines, and am sure if 
you will make ee application to the 
mayor a neral council, this — nest 
will sdeuite Sesumetiate attention. ate 

As to the third request, to be relieved 
from the gross receipt tax, I am opposed 
to granting this request. This gross re 
ceilpt tax was placed upon the Georgia 
Railway aud Power Co. by its voluntary 
agreement and in return for this tax, the 
city of Atlanta agreed to give to the Georgia 
Railway and Power Co. certain franchises, 
and the city of Atlanta has done what it 
agreed to do, and so far as am con- 
cerned, the Georgia Railway and Power 
Co. will pay the gross receipt tax as per 
the original agreement and no reduction 
will be made therein. 

Your company also requests that it be 
relieved from street paving charges. I have 
given this request much consideration dur- 
ing the past year, and while some cities 
have relieved the street railway company 
from this charge, others have not. It costs 
more to pave a street on which there is a 
street railrand than where there is none. 
It costs more to keep a street in repair 
where a street railroad line is located, and 
for these reasons it is my opinion that your 
company should pay a part of the paving 
charges. I think that these charges should 
be estimated at the beginning of the year 
so as to permit your company to make its 
budget, and your company shonld not be 
forced to go beyond the estimated expendi- 
tures for any given year. 

Opposes Fare Increase. 

As to the fifth request contained in 
your letter. I am unalterably opposed te 
apy increase in fares. 

In my opinion your company should be 
dealt with as an individual. In fact, a 
corporation is an artifielial person and it 
should be dealt with as several distinct 
persons and several distinct nmnits, and you 
want each separate unit to make a profit. 
If your company makes a profit on its en- 
tire business, this comes from the public 
and should eatisfy the officers and should 
satisfy the stockholders. I don’t think that 
each individual unit should be made to 
yield an 8 per cent dividend. . 

Your cempany makes an enormou’ profit 
on its electric current used for power, 
lighting. and heat. In fact, there are in- 
dustries in Atlanta making their own elec- 
tric current from steam cheaper than” they 
can purebase it from# your company,~ and 
it seems to me that if your compan 
mands an. increase in. fares, there shonld 
be at the same time a decided~- reduction 
in your rates for current for power, light- 
ing and heat. 

It is as you state in your letter quite 
necessary for a community toe have ade- 
uate electric current and* transportation 
ta gee but it is just as important that 
the pu should be fairly treated as it is 
that the public service tion be treat- 
ed fairly, and thi¢ is my only purpose in 
considering your requests.

The industrial bureau of the At- 
lanta chamber of commerce will co- 
operate with the census bureau in 
collecting . of manufacturers in 
Atlanta and ‘Falton county. IF réder- 
ick T. Newell, secretary, has been 
appointed ial agent and will rep- 
resent this bureau in Atlanta for this 
undertaking. .The last: biennial cen- 
sus taken. ad of December, 1923, show- 
ed that t value of the products 
manufactu ‘a amounted to $122,284,- 
262, and it is believed that the rec- 
ords of 1925 will exceed $150,000,000.

lanta haye not only enlarged many of 
their «plants, but these have been 
ndded to by new industries and fac- 
tories built. and now operated in At- 
lanta.

‘he message. stated the first air- 
plane to be used in commercial avia- 
tion in Florida would leave the Ford 
air port December 15, and asked that 
a landing field be arranged for in 
Tallahassee. Hodges read the mes- 
sage to the senate because the legis- 
lature this week passed a law regu- 
lating commercial aircraft in Florida 
nt the request of Governor John W. 
Martin, who said he had been in- 
formed “one of America’s foremost in- 
dustrial pioneers” was waiting for 
passage of such a law to enter the 
flying field in this state. It was re- 
ported at the time that he-was re- 
ferring to Ford.

Some suggestion has been made 
that the lash, which was abolished in 
Georgia during the administration of 
Governor Thomas W. Hardwick, 
should be restored, and it is said that 
some wardens favor this.

Give your feet a pedicure once a 
week. Soak them in a deep basin of 
hot water, with a little soda added and 
some soap so that the water is quite 
soft. Special powders come which you 
can use if you want, but soda and 
soap will do. After 15 minutes, dry 
the feet quickly, scrape off any grow- 
ing callous with a corn file or even 
the roughest side of an emery board, 
eut the toe nails straight across, clean 
under them well and clip any loose 
euticle from around them. 

’ A real corn will have to be shaved 
dewn, using a corn knife ff you think 
yourself competent to handle one. 
Lots of people are too nervous to be 


trusted with a corn knife, they'd bet- 


ter go to a chiropodist. Once the corn 
is shaved rub with cold cream to keep 
the skin soft, or paint with collodion 
if sore, and bind round it a bit of 
cotton wool to keep the shoe from 
rubbing. 

Corns between the toes can be avoid- 
ed and cured by keeping the _ toes 
from touching with a felt pad, by 
wearing thin stockings and soft shoes 
so that the feet are not too hot.

Higher on Short Covering. . 


New York, November 25.—Trading 


in stocks today was comparatively 
light as a result of the approaching 
holiday. Prices were higher on short 
covering. ‘The feeling here is that the 
market is still heavily oversold. 
Interest centered in what the federal 
reserve bank would do in the matter 
of its rediscount rate, the meeting oc- 
curring after close -of the stock fmar- 
ket. Speculative Wall street was anx- 
ious to see the rate increased and 
hence removed as a stock market fac- 
tor. The betting however favored no 
change. : 
Rails were strong on the growing 
conviction that the transportation act 
of 1920 would be changed by the forth- 
coming congress so that the interstate 
commerce commission could approve 
the Nickel Plate merger and other 
voluntary railway consolidations. As 
that law now stands congress ordered 
the interstate commerce commission 
to merge all of the roads of the coun- 
try into a limited number of systems, 
and approve only voluntary mergers 
which harmonize with and further the 
complete consolidation of the railroads. 


factory town restaurant, a part which; ‘The proposed Nickel Plate merger 


will make impossible the consolidation 
of the railroads into some 20 systems 
as outlined by the interestate commerce 
commission in its tentative merger 
plan of September, 1921. Sentiment 
today is against compulsory railway 
mergers such as congress proposed in 
the law of 1920 and is in favor of 
voluntary mergers such as the Nickel 
Plate under the supervision of the in- 
terstate commerce commission. Before 
the Nickel Plate merger can be ap- 
proved however, congress must revoke 
that clause of the 1920 law which says 
that any voluntary’ consolidations 
“must be in harmony with and in 
furtherance of the complete plan of 
consolidation.” Evidently this change 
in sentiment has held up the 27 mer- 
gers_ordered by congress and has pre- 
vented the interstate commerce com- 
mission from arriving at a decision of 
the Nickel Plate. It is believed here 
that President Coolidge in his forth- 
coming message to congress will rec- 
ommend an early change in the trans- 
portation act of 1920 permitting volun- 
tary railroad mergers. 

Southern Railway common was the 
leader in today’s ‘market for railway 
shares, this stock advancrng in expec- 
tation of an increase in the annual 
dividend rate at the meeting to be held 
early next month. The company will 
earn this year not far from $14 a 
share for its common stock. The an- 
nual rate is now $5. Wall street 
believes it will be increased to $6 
and perhaps $7, placing the stock in

New business continues to flow to 
the leading steel ‘manufacturers, ac- 
cording to the weekly reviews of de- 
velopments in ¢his industry with the 
steel corporation operating at &3 
per cent of capacity and the independ- 
ents at 80 per cent and with the pros- 

ts of maintaining this rate through 

ecember. As most ofthe 1926 rail 
orders have been pla it is not ex- 
pected that the busingss to be placed 
in December will be as large as for 
November, however, the outlook for 
orders for steei running lighter in 
tonnage is good.’ 

To speculative Wall street the 
world does not appear today to be 
as rosy as it did only a few days 
ago when the average price of stocks 
wus daily making a new high record 
for all time and when the tape could 
not keep up witli transactions on the 
stock exchange floor. However, dec- 
spite the recent break in prices the 
feeling prevails that tlf bull stock 
market is not over. For this feeling 
speculative Wall street is thankful. 

Certainly the financial district here 
as a whole has much this year for 
which to be thankful. 

Up to the beginning of this month 
the banks and trust companies in 
Wall street show an average gain 
in the open market price for their 
stock of no less than 163 points com- 
pared with the price existing at the 
beginning of the year. This can only 
mean that these institutions have 
made a great deal of money this year. 
With an increase in the commission 
charged for buying and selling stocks 
and with the long series of million, 
two million and even three million 
share days members of the ‘stock ex- 
change certainly have made a great 
deal of money. Traders in the stock 
market as a whole have during the 
past fortnight seen some of their pa- 
per profits disappear but certainly 
with the average pricé of stocks at 
its present high level big money has 
been made this year by traders in 
the stock market. 

Most companies whose shares are 
listed on the stock exchange were not 
overconfident at the beginning of this 
year either about the trend of gen- 
eral trade or the profits to be’ made. 
In recent months, however, there has 
been a surprising ‘“‘come-back’’ in the 
leather industry, in the manufacture 
of farm implements, steel, copper, oil 
and textiles. Throughout the year 
the railroads and the manufacturers of 
automobiles have been highly pros- 
perous. 

With the general business situation 
and outlook better and more promis- 
ing than it has been since long before 
the war, with a further reduction to 
be made in taxes, with the promise 
of much headway being made in the 
next few months in the problem- of 
railway mergers, with a large part 
of our foreign debts refunded, Wall 
street has much this year for which 
to be thankful. Wall street does 
think usually in terms of money. But 
under its hard surfaces it has an- 
other side. ,

BETTER WEATHER 


Washington, November .25.—(/)— 
Gathering of cotton that remained in 
the field made good progress during 
the past week, with favorable weath- 
er prevailing for field work, the de- 
partment of agriculture announced to- 
day in its summary of crop and 
weather conditions in southern states. 

It was ideal for harvesting in the 
northwestern portion -of the cotton 
belt, and the dry, sunny weather, with 
low humidity was much more favor- 
able for open cotton. 

Picking made very good progress in 
Texas, but the previous rains have 
greatly lowered the grade in _ that 
state, while that remaining out in 
Oklahoma is mostly of low grade; 


considerable cotton is still unpicked 
in the more western portion of the 
belt. In Arkansas picking is prac- 
tically completed in many localities, 
while harvest made good advance in 
North Carolina, the northern por- 
tions of Alabama and Mississippi, and 
in Tennessee. * 

The cooler weather improved citrus 
fruits in Florida, and heavy ship- 
ments are reported from that state, 
while satsumas are being marketed in 
carload lots in east gulf districts. 
Citrus are.good in southern Texas. 

The frost and freezing tempera- 
tures that overspread the southeastern 
states at the close of the week and 
extended into northern Florida prob- 
ably damaged some tender vegetation 
in that area. There was also some 
frost damage to truck in south-cen- 
tral Texas, and some light, local harm 
in the lower Mississippi valley. Oth- 
erwise the week was generally favor- 
able for fall crops in the southern 
states, except that rain was needed in 
parts of Florida. The cooler weather 
was favorable for maturing sugar 
cane in Louisiana and_ grinding 
progressed well in the southeast. 


Conditions by States. 


Maryland—Favorable week for outdoor 
operations. Sowing grain was finished 
generally; early-sown continues in good 
condition: late-sown coming up. Digging 
of late potatoes ended, except in extreme 
west; poor crop. Husking corn and astrip- 
ping tobacco eontinues. Pastures failing. 
Virginia—Cold first and last parts, but 
mild middle of weék: rainfall light. Fa- 
vorable for farm work and for winter 
grains; considerable acreage of wheat yet 
to be sown. Pastures short, but in good 
condition. 

North Carolina—Killing frost to Wilming- 
ton on 17th and freezing to coast on 23rd; 
favorable for killing hogs. Considerable 
wheat and rye sown during week: early 
sown grain good _ stand. Good progress 
in picking and ginning cotton: threshing 
peanuts, stripping and marketing tobacco 
and planting lettuce in sonthwest. 

South Carolina—Weather. favorable, 
though nights rather cold: week closing 
with freeze.

According to the British estimate, 
which came as a surprise to wheat 


traders here, the Argentine exportable 


surplus. will ount to 168,000,000 
bushels, whereas recent advices from 
Chicago crop experts now in Argen- 
tina‘ have been pointing to a likelihood 
of 130,000,000 bushels or iess. The 
fact that export demand for North 
American wheat was inactive today 
and that European buyers were hold- 


ing off tended also to weaken values. 
Besides, early reports said the weather 
in Argentina was better than has re- 
cently been the case. Under such 
circumstances, general selling ‘carried 
prices down nearly 4 cents on some 
transactions. 

Later reports telling of frost in 
south Argentina and of rainy weather 
again in the north led to inereased 
buying in the wheat market here and 
to consequent rallies in price. There 
was also considerable pre-holiday eve- 
ning up of accounts, a process that 
likewise aided the market to recover 
much of the early .decline. On the 
other hand, the facet that in the last 
few days 100,000 bushels of spring 
wheat has been bought to come to 
Chicago from the northwest was re- 
garded as something of ‘a weight on 
the market. 

Corn was swayed chiefly by the 
action of wheat. Favorable weather 
continued jin the corn belt, and most 
traders were looking for liberal re- 
ceipts here on Friday of about 700 
cars. Commission house picked up 
surplus offerings of oats. Lard trade 
was reported as rather slow, but de- 
mand for meats was seasonal.

As respects the coal situation spe- 
cifically, the administration has one 
_ objective which it has kept steadily 
$n mind, namely, a permanent mech- 
anism for arbitrating all differences 
between miners and owners. Tem- 
intervention for the present 
emergency does not appeal to the ad- 
ministration, but a permanent nor- 
mal mechanism for arbitration does, 
and so far as Lewis’ letter gives Cool- 
idge the opportunity to advance this 
cause, Coolidge may be expected to 
take advantage of it. 

Object of Administration. 

‘A second objective of the admin- 
istration, applying not merely to the 
coal situation, but universally, is one 
that must have been recognized by 
everyone who heard or read Cool- 
idge’s New York speech. That ob- 
jective is to keep the present extra- 
ordinary activity and prosperity of 
industry in America going forward 
and to avoid interruption of it. That 
objective would be served by the in- 
‘gtitution of permanent arbitration in 
the coal industry. 

To cut some of the complexity away 
from the involved haga which 
Lewis asked and which Coolidge has 
undertaken to answer, it should be 
remembered that Lewis’ letter deals 
with the “Jacksonville agreement, 
and that the Jacksonville “agreement 
deals with the bituminous coal field 
and is not connected with the anthra- 
cite strike, except in so far as Lewis 
should strongly like to connect the 


two. . 
Facts of Agreement. 

The essential facts about the Jack- 
sonville agreement are these: In 
February, 1924, the mine unions in the 
bituminous field made a contract with 
the mine owners. In the making ot 
that contract it is quite true, as Lewis 
now points out, the administration had 
an informal part. The department of 
labor and the department of commerce 
helped to bring the parties together, 
and the department of justice partici- 
pated to the extent of saying the agree- 
ment was legal. The motive of the 
administration was part of its domi- 
nating motive in all fields, namely, to 
achieve stability of industry and avoid 
unemployment. The Jacksonville agree- 
ment provided that the wages of 
miners for a period of three years, be- 
ginning April 1, 1924, should be $7.50 
a day. ‘The agreement was hardly 
made before it was realized that the 
miners’ leaders, in fixing a wage so 
high as $7.50 a day, had over-reached 
themselv es, and that the economic situ- 
ation would ,not bear it. 

Union Operators Quit. 

Non-union mines in West Virginia 
and elsewhere, paying $5 a day, im- 
mediately began to sell coal at a rate 
so low that the unionized districts in 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and elsewhere 
Were compelled largely to. quit busi- 
ness, Bankruptcy and other forms of 
commercial blight swept through the 
whole union bituminous field, and the 
union miners in those districts were 
obliged to move to non-union fields 
and go to work at non-union wages. 
In this state of paralysis the mine 
owners appealed to the union leaders 
to revise the Jacksonville agreement 
downward. Lewis refused, and has 
continued steadily to refuse. The mine 
owners appealed to the administration 
to persuade Lewis and the union 
miners to revise the Jacksonville agree- 
ment downward. But the administra- 
tion refused to intervene at the request 
of the mine owners, just as it is now 
refusing to intervene at the request 
of Lewis. Some mine owners, faced 


by bankruptcy for themsleves, paraly- 


sis for their communities, and dis- 
tress among their workers, determined 
to reopen their mines with wages be- 
lew the Jacksonville agreement. It is 
this action which Lewis now complains 
of as being “savage and dishonest.” 


Attack Owners’ Ethics. 


The ethies of the action of the mine 
owners is attacked and defended. One 
defense they make for themselves is 
that in making the original Jackson- 
ville agreement, they had been deal- 
ing with the agents of their workmen ; 

sing in making the subsequent 
lower agreement with their own work- 
ers separately, they were dealing with 
principals, 

It is certain that Coolidge will tell 
Lewis that the administration has no 
authority to intervene and that if a 
legal contract was broken, the appro- 
priate remedy is in the ceurts. 

The letter implicated that unless 
Coolidge makes the operators live up 
to the Jacksonville agreement, Lewis 
will call a strike in ‘the whole bitu- 
minous field. As to this, it is a fact 
that if Lewis should call a strike, and 
be successful in bringing it about, 
everybody, including the public, would 
be seriously inconvenienced. Bitu- 
minous is now the sole reliance for 
eoal. Any material stoppage of work 
in the bituminous field, by strike or 
otherwise, would make it difficult for 
the country to get through the win- 
ter. 

AS against all this, the very confi- 
dent answer made by those most fa- 
miliar with the whole situation is 
that even if Lewis should call a 
strike in the bituminous district, the | 
miners would refuse to obey. excent 
rossible a negligible number. If 

wis could get the bituminous miners 
to strike, he would have done so long 
ago, because that is the one move 
that would enable him to win his 
anthracite strike.

Carleton, 73 years old and for years 
a leading figure’ in business, social 
and religious circles of St.- Louis, is 
critically ill at St. Luke’s hospital. 
He is president of Carleton Dry Goods 
company, now in liquidation; treasur- 
er of Ferguson-McKinney and presi- 
dent of Carleton-Ferguson company, 
controlling both. Ferguson is presi- 
dent of Ferguson-McKinney. 

The alleged misrepregentations on 
which the indictments were based were 
made t6 the First National Bank of 
St. Louis, to which Ferguson-McKin- 
ney was owing $100,000 at the time 
of its collapse; the State National 
Bank of St. Louis, to which it owed 
200,000; and the brokerage firm of 
{cCluney & Co., St. Louis, through 
which $906,000 of Ferguson-McKin- 
ney commercial paper had been mar- 
keted. 

Banks in New York, Philadelphia 
and Boston also were creditors. 

Total losses to stockholders and 
creditors of the Carleton-Ferguson 
concerns were estimated at more than
